This Convention marks the Fiftieth Anniversary of the founding of the 
Chicago Coin Club. While there are a number of older numismatic organiza- 
tions in the United States, no metropolitan club has had the effect of the 
group that was established February 14, 1919. 

The history of organized numismatics in Chicago, however, predates the 
birth of the Chicago Coin Club by some sixteen years. The first such group 
was founded in 1903 by many of the same members who later formed the 
nucleus for the C.C.C. membership. This group was known as the Chicago 
Numismatic Society. The outstanding medallic art issued by the C.N.S., from 
1903 until 1915, form an unique part of Chicago numismatic history. The 
medals and tokens, designed by J. Henri Ripstra, Carl Schreiber, and other 
members of the Society, are today highly prized numismatic items. 

The solid support of the American Numismatic Association by the Chicago 
collectors is demonstrated by the establishment of Chicago Branch #1 of the 
A.N.A., from 1912-1914, and from 1917-1919. The group issued a metallic 
membership card with the member’s number struck incuse. 

The establishment of the C.C.C. brought together all the collectors in 
Chicago. At the February, 1919, meeting 35 members chose their charter 
membership numbers by lot. Among those receiving charter memberships 
that day were Ripstra, Alden Scott Boyer, R. E. Davis, Dr. Al M. Rackus, 
William F. Dunham, B. Max Mehl, and many other names that were nationally 
known in numismatics. It is sad that there are no living charter members to 
celebrate this anniversary. 

The history of the Club since 1919 has been one of constant leadership. 
The membership roster of the Club continues to read like a “Who’s Who” in 
Numismatics. A listing of Chicago Coin Club members who have served with 
honor as elected officers of the American Numismatic Association, the Cen- 
tral States Numismatic Society, and many other organizations, would fill 
numerous paragraphs. The ranks of the Club include many journalists, authors, 
leading exhibitors, as well as other leaders in all areas of our hobby. 

The medallic heritage of the Chicacgo Coin Club has continued to the 
present day. The issuance of the beautiful Fiftieth Anniversary medal, 
designed by Trygve Rovelstad, is truly within the tradition of J. Henri Ripstra. 
Convention visitors may view a virtually complete collection of Chicago 
Numismatic medals and tokens in our display room. Today, as the Chicago Coin 
Club looks forward to its Centennial in 2019, it does so with pride, and with the 


hope that it will continue to serve all areas of numismatics. 
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CENTRAL STATES —THE REGIONAL LEADER 


The Central States Numismatic Society was founded thirty years ago this 
week. In 1939 there was one coin show all year, the annual convention of the 
American Numismatic Association. Collectors in the central region of the 
country began to consider holding their own meeting so that collectors could 
get together more than once a year. The meeting was planned by Lee Hewitt 
and Vernon Sheldon, both of whom will be on hand at the Anniversary cele- 
bration. The 1939 meeting, although planned only as a “one shot” gathering, 
was such a success that before the meeting came to an end the Central States 
Numismatic Society was formed. 

The C.S.N.S., oldest of the now numerous regional organizations, has 
weathered thirty years of numismatics. The roster of Cenertal States has 
contained the elite of numismatics, and those men who have held offices in 
Central States have been nationally known in our hobby. Today, the C.S.N.S. 
issues a quarterly publication, THE CENTINEL, which is sent to members 
without charge other than the annual dues. 

Collectors in the thirteen states served by Central States are provided with 
a strong organization to represent them, an important numismatic convention 
as an annual event, a nationally recognized publication — all for the low dues 
payment. Collectors who are not members of Central States are urged to write 
to the Society’s secretary, F. S. Epps, P. O. Box #97, Homer, Michigan 49245, 
for membership information.

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HIGHLIGHTS FROM THE LIFE OF AN 
OUTSTANDING NUMISMATIST 





Mr. August F. Hausske was born in Chicago in 1889. His long working 
career began in 1904 and covered 54 years. During his early years he attended 
night school, studying accounting and mechanical drawing. He spent 35 
years working his way up through the ranks of the Curtiss Candy Company. 


Among his executive positions he was Purchasing Agent for the company 
for almost half of his 35 years there. At the time of his retiring in 1958, he 
was President of the Equipment Finance Company, a Curtiss owned subsid- 
iary. Since his retirement, Mr. Hausske has devoted much of his time to the 
Numismatic hobby in helping others. 


Mr. Hausske started collecting coins in 1953 by building sets of coins for 
his grandchildren. He became interested in the hobby himself and began to 
assemble a choice Type Set of United States coins from Half Cents through 
Double Eagles. He became extremely interested in exhibiting, and built one 
of the finest U.S. coin displays to be shown in recent years. He has won 
First Place in U.S. Coins twice at A.N.A. Conventions, and the Best in Show 
at one. In addition to these great honors, he has also won the Best in Show at 
Metropolitan New York show, and First Place in U.S. Coins at numerous 
other shows, including Regina, Canada, and Central States. 


His interest in exhibits led him to be a Judge for A.N.A. Conventions eight 
times, as well as to judging at least 250 other coin shows. He has served on 
the A.N.A. Exhibit Rules Committee, drafting the exhibit rules for both 
A.N.A. and the C.S.N.S. For his work on Committees, he has been awarded 
the Medal of Merit from the A.N.A., Central States Numismatic Society, and 
the Chicago Coin Club. He has also served on the Board of Governors of CSNS 
and the Chicago Coin Club.
